they will go toward meeting 
the 
miners’ demand for a 20 per cent 
wage increase and other demands. 
Before the operators were called 
to the governor's private office for 
their conference shortly after 9 o ’­ 
clock they reiterated their statement 
that they have not changed their po 
aition hut will listen to what the 
governor has to say and present their 
case. 
Pinchot’s Program 
This is P ln ch o t’a program: 
1. 
Ascertain the utmost each side 
will concede. 
2. 
Communicate this information 
to neither side until he has worked 
out an impartial basis of settlement 
3. 
Go to th e parties with this im 
partial solution and say: 
“Take it 
or leave the state of Pennsylvania 
working against you both.’’ 
This impartial basis of settlement 
may be for the operators to agree to 
a nominal increase in wages and the 
miners to drop th eir demand for 
checkoff. 
It is uncertain, what may 
be worked out, it is admitted by the 
conference. 
Pinchot found the miners 
soine- 
wrhat suspicious of w h at he may be 
leading them into, but he succeeded 
in persuading them to come back for 
.another conference. 
It is known 
th a t the miners did not weaken from 
their position, but their agreement 
to come back was seen as a mort 
or less hopeful sign. 
He found the operators willing to 
listen to him and to present their 
case, but determined to fight against 
the checkoff to the last ditch. 
Politicians from every corner of 
th e state are here ready to take a d ­ 
vantage of any situation th a t might 
wreck P inchot’s chance of increasing 
his prestige. 
Some came here for 
t h a t purpose, and they 
will 
feel 
greatly encouraged if he should fail 
in his present effort to work out a 
basis of settlement. 
In the face of new difficulties, P i n ­ 
chot is m ain tain in g what he terms 
“ golden silence.” 
He is not telling 
either side w hat the other tells him. 
He has instructed both sides to make 
no statements to the newspaper men, 
and he is giving out no inferential 
statements himself.

The United States Chamber of Commerce would help Europ e 
because conditions in Europ e affect business, it would help the 
ship p ing interests, it would assist industrialists by increasing the 
immigration quota, but it will not sup p ort the legitimate claims 
of the men who fought for their country in the World war. 
Incidentally , help ing Europ e may help the ex -serv ice men by 
keep ing them emp loy ed, but the men who serv ed with the Amer­ 
ican forces are more entitled to a bonus than the* ship p ing interests 
whose members, if rep orts are true, were ready to feather their 
nests at the ex p ense of the gov ernment while their fellow-citizens 
were facing German shells.

They are likely to p onder ov er the motiv e of 
this body in sup p orting an international court, when they hav e 
seen it p ut a ship subsidy into its p rogram and leav e a v eterans' 
bonus out.
